time since the organization of government on 
this side of the Atlantic, power was taken 
from its rightful custodians, the people, aad 
parcelied out among those who no 
other elaim to it than that it was, like the 
cotton, pianos, breast-pins, finger rings and 
spoons of the South, one of the legitimate 
spoils of war. The Romans reducéd many of 


their captured enemies to slavery. They de- 


spoiled the liberty as well as the power of 
nations, A different practice has prevailed 
in modern times. Nations, if they hold some 
of the property of a conquered country, re- 
gard its liberty as sacred. Here the rule is 
reversed. The conquered people of Tenues- 
see are permitted to retain possession of their 
property, but not their liberty. They may 
sit on juries, uniess objected to, must pay 
taxes, work roads, build bridges and perform 
the duty generally of citizens, but they shall 
ha ve no ballot. ‘Theyshali stand aside while 
the negro votes early, often, and late, and 
stuft the ballot box at pleasure.
